The Loud Troulles—Purvticalars of the Orvigin

The recent land troubles of Kansas are
nnder discussion at the capital, They origi-
nated in the Inferior Departwent, and at one
time they approximated to a eivil war.

The Indinn Bureau and General Land Ofice
hoth llu'\-‘iljg n Iml'liul jlll’iﬁtliclinu in the
watter, the trouble has grown out of the un-
certainly as to which was paviimount. As a
lerge number of settlers frow the Eastorn and
Middle States are involved in the tronblas,
and no statement of the original canse has
_\'11 boeen ]-ll]l]il-ll('l]. I Liave looked it up {rom
the records of the Interior Department.

In 1R65-6 the Cherokes iribe of Indinns
liid elaim to and offered for sale some twelve
mwillion acres of land, t~ll;'|u';u'ih:( i ]ur‘gi- por-
tion of Southern Kensas and the tract lying
porth of Texas. No examination of the In-
dians’ title to these lands appears to have heen
made by Secretary Harlan, nor did Le refor
the wmatter to the General Land Office, but
]_'1'\!-"t-e+{|i't| at once to sell SO0, 000 aeres of the
Kansas lands, in trust for the Cherokees,
throngh the Indian Buveau, to the Ameri-
cin Emigrant Company of Connecticut,

The lands thus seld had been previously
settled npon by some twenty-five thouswmil
people from all parts of the Union, under,
as nny of them supposed; the pre-emption
law. Towns lad grown up; thousands of
farms had been started, with the expeetation
that the settlers would have the usual first
chance to buy from the Government. Of
course these people clnng to their homes with
the tenacity usunl in such cases.  The Indians
claimed to have n fee simple title to the land,
under n patent signed by President Van Baven
in the year 1858,

On the other hand, men laarned in the law,
like Judge Lawrence, of Ohio, und General
Butler, of Massechusetts, pronouneed the In.
dians’ title {\llugi-ﬂ‘lvl’ warthless.—an ul;luinll
which seems to have been sustained by the
Attorney-General, who pronounced the Har-
lun sule noll and void,  Nevertheless, the
American Fawigrant Company assigned their
title, such as it was, to the agent of a rail way
company, who, strengthening it with another
W | ;tl)'" with the n“vl.{-'ll Indian owners, pro-
ceaded Lo take possession, and offer the land
for sale, which the settlers claimed he had no
right to do until the courts hnd decided npon
the title. TFle persisted, and they resisted,
und i troups had to be called tor to preserve ordoer
and enforee the rights of owners, whogver
they may be, which, of course, will be difficalt
to tell until o ease can  be earried to the Su-
réme Court.

Lo whele guestion will tarn upon the In-
s’ titte to the Innd,  IF it is, as cloimed, o
wple fitle, the settlers must vacate the
lond or purchase of the American Emigrant
Company s essignee.  If, on the other hand,
Lhe Mupren Court deeides the Indian title
worthless, the soltlers will hold thelr homes
under the pl'r-l-lllj‘-fillll and homestond Jlaws,

Thisis the econcluding portion of the Van
DBuren grant of 1555, under which the Indians
clain to hold the lands:—

T he United States have given and granted,
and by these presents do give and graat, unto
the snid Cherokee Nation the two tracts of
lund 0 surveyed and hereinbefore desorilied,

Ruiny of the Tacping Rebeliion.

From an interesting correspondence from Foo-
chiow, Chinn, we take the Tollowing:—

Ourtlme In Nonkin was oeceupiod in visiting
the rulned palaces of the '[‘:u:;-in;.ri Kmperors,
By the way, our Scotel friend had o budstaead
and mirror that formerly beloviged to the Wange,
or Coolie King, as they are very propecly called,
The interior of the city is a ruin.  Oot of 1,000,-
000 of inhabitants who formerly lved here o
eplendor,not more than 200,000 remain in misery,
The Taeping rebellion cansed the destraction of
20,000,000 of people on the tributaries of the
Yangtse Kinng, It wasa great movement, and,
under intelligent guidance, might have intro-
duced Chrigtlanity futo China: but the Taeping
leaders beeame lunatics, assumed Lo recelyve
communications direct from God, the Emperor
tluiming to be the Bon of God and younger
brother of Jesns Christ, and n=sumed sovi-
reignty and dominion over all nations.  Foreign
pations could not brook his fngolence and igno-
rance, and the Taeping robellion was suppressed
Liy the ald of British and Ameriean oflicers, who
drilled and commanded native troops  Colonel
Gordon, of the Britich service, led the “Ever
Victorious Army,” as it was called: but Ward
and Burgevine, two brave snd adventurons
Americans, had insplred it with confidence and
brought it into eflicieney before they ware killed.
The Chinese troops were not in the habit of
giving any gqnarter, and in ecapturing o elty
sphred nelther age, sex nor condition. With
such troops the military service of China eanuot
be entered by any forelgn officer with honor,
